Applicant and the undersigned would like to thank the Examiner for his efforts in 
the examination of this application and for the allowability of claims 2-4 and 9. Claims 1 , 
and 3-8 remain in the case. New claims 10-15 are added by this amendment. 

Claims 1,5, and 8 were rejected under 35 USC §1 02(e) as being anticipated by 
U.S. Patent No. 6,039,212 to Singh. Claims 6 and 7 were rejected under 35 USC 
§103(a) as being unpatentable over Singh '212 in view of U.S. Patent No. 4,630,773 to 
Ortlip. Claims 2-4 and 9 were objected to as being dependent upon rejected base 
claims, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including the limitations 
of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Independent Claim 1 is amended to include the limitations of allowable Claim 2. 
Claim 2 is cancelled by this amendment. Dependent Claim 3 is amended to depend 
from Claim 1. Independent Claim 8 is amended to include the limitations of allowable 
Claim 9. Claim 9 is cancelled by this amendment. New Claim 10-15 include the subject 
matter of allowable claims 1 , and 3-8 rewritten to provide the allowable subject matter in 
varying scope. 

Applicant respectfully submits that the above amendments place this application 
in a condition for allowance, and passage to issue is respectfully solicited. The 
Applicant and the undersigned would like to again thank the Examiner for his efforts in 
the examination of this application and for consideration of the claims now in the case.
